Oakham Primary School in Tividale will be packing 
his bags in July and heading to Californa. 

Nickname 

Father Andrew Dommett says Alexander was only 
two when he became interested in the sport and that 
was when he received the nickname ‘Little Seve’ 
after his hero Seve Ballesteros. 

“It was four years ago when he watched the 
Masters with me and he was transfixed by Tiger 
Woods,” says Andrew, 42, who lives with his wife 
Marta in City Road, Tividale. 

Alexander has also qualified for the European 
Championships, w being held in Scotland in June. 

The youngster was upset at the death last week of 
54-year-old Ballesteros after a battle with cancer. 
Now Alexander is hoping to use his skills to raise 
thousands of pounds for brain cancer sufferers, 
setting up an internet site asking golf fans to donate 
money to Cancer Research. 


PROPOSAL TO SHAKE-UP EDUCATION SYSTEM 

BID TO FREE 
SCHOOL TO 
MEET NEEDS 


FINAL preparations are 
being made to a proposal for 
a ‘Free School’ to be set up in 
Sandwell. 

The proposal will be submitted 
in the next couple of weeks, with 
Jennifer McNeil, Founder of the 
Mentoring for Educational 
Achievement (MEA) group, cam¬ 
paigning hard for what it describes 
as an innovative project. 

Pupils who struggle with main¬ 
stream schooling will be encouraged to 
attend such a school, which began as 
coalition Government initiative. 

Mrs McNeil said “There has been a lot of 
support from parents and headteachers in

the area for a Free School to be setup in the 
community and our campaign is really 
starting to gain momentum. 

“Some of the young people that we work 
with are not suited to large mainstream 
schools and there are limited alternative 
options, so we are looking to provide that 
middle ground which is currently missing. 

Choice 

“The idea is to set up a small secondary 
mainstream school for people aged 11 to 16, 
which offers parents and schools more 
choice in identifying mainstream provision 
that is more conducive to meeting the needs 
of the most vulnerable young people in our 
communities.” 

Funding for the school will be controlled 
by central Government. 


Mrs McNeil added “What makes the 
school ‘free’ is the freedom of the curricu¬ 
lum that we will offer. 

“It will be flexible and tailor-made to 
meet the needs of individual young people, 
whether they opt for an academic, voca¬ 
tional or alternative curriculum.” 

At this stage the campaign is looking at 
possible locations for the school, with 
Smethwick and Oldbury being prime can¬ 
didates. 

They hope the school could be up and 
running as early as 2012 . 

Penny Barker, a parent and campaigner 
for the Free School, has witnessed some of 
the work by MEA and said “MEA offered 
support to my child when she was strug¬ 
gling within mainstream school. 

“Since attending MEA she has grown in 
confidence and we also have a better parent 
- child relationship.”

Albion plan 
to extend 
Hawthorns 

WEST Bromwich Albion bosses have 
announced plans to turn The Hawthorns 
into a 30,000-seat stadium as part of a 
major upgrade. 

Chairman Jeremy Peace told supporters at 
Sunday’s end-of-season gala dinner that the 
Baggies will add an extra 3,500 seats within the next 
three years. 

Plans have not yet been finalised but it is believed 
it will involve extending the West Stand, formerly 
known as the Halfords Lane Stand, to expand the 
ground from its current capacity of around 26,500. 

Mr Peace said it would go ahead regardless of 
which division Albion are in and despite what he 
described as the apparent financial “insanity” of the 
move. 

He announced The Hawthorns pitch will be lev¬ 
elled out this summer and re-laid with a state-of-the- 
art new playing surface. 

Capacity 

“As of today we will be seeing major works at the 
stadium which will see the levelling of the pitch and 
the introduction of a Desso surface,” Peace told fans 
at Birmingham’s International Convention Centre. 

“Our medium-long-term plans include the exten¬ 
sion of The Hawthorns to around a 30,000-seat 
capacity within the next three years regardless of 
divisional status. Despite the apparent financial 
insanity of such a move, we believe it is the right 
thing to do,” he said.

Firkins blame 
bakery closure 
on rising prices 

FIRKINS is closing its West Bromwich 
bakery with the loss of 40 jobs but the 
firm’s 33 shops will survive. 

Drivers and bakery workers at the 141-year-old 
firm are among those who have been made redun¬ 
dant. The company’s shops, including branches in 
West Bromwich, Tipton and Bearwood, which 
employ 189 people, will continue to trade as normal. 

Newbridge Bakery (Productions) Ltd, which owns 
the firm, announced the closure of the bakery in 
Black Lake, which has been put into liquidation. 

A statement said: “Unfortunately the bakery was 
not up to the standards required of a modern bakery 
and the cost to maintain and improve this site was 
no longer financially viable. The business was a sup¬ 
plier to the Firkins Bakery Retail Shops. These 
shops are unaffected by this closure and will be sup¬ 
plied by Oliver Adams Bakery of Northampton.” 

The business was taken over by Shropshire-based 
Sarah and Ian Bolderston five years ago. However, 
it was thrown into administration twice in a period 
of 12 months, first in November 2008 and again a 
year later. 

Director Ian Bolderston said: “It is a very sad day 
for the team of people who have worked very hard to 
try and make this business a success. 

“Unfortunately due to rising commodity and 
energy prices over the last nine months we have 
been unable to sustain the level of profitability 
needed to maintain and develop the bakery.”

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Casino scheme 
gets go-ahead

A £6 million casino develop¬ 
ment is to go ahead in 
Sandwell - despite council 
chiefs being forced to review its 
licence. 

Grosvenor Casinos will build 
the G Casino, creating 120 jobs, 
near the Birchley Island off Junc¬ 
tion 2 of the M5 in Oldbury. 

Objectors from a rival casino and the 
Casino Operators’ Association UK 
asked Sandwell Council’s licensing 
panel to review the licence, but the 
objections were dismissed. 

Developer St Modwen’s £15m plan 
includes offices and an 80-bed hotel, 
creating 300 jobs. It is due to open in 
2013. 

After last week’s hearing, Grosvenor 
spokeswoman Amy Culora said they 
were thrilled with the outcome and 
looked forward to moving ahead with 
the development as soon as possible. 

The licence was first granted for 
Oldbury nearly six years ago, as 
Grosvenor planned to expand the 
existing Mecca Bingo. The firm later 
applied to transfer permission to 
Birchley Island after hold-ups to that 
scheme. 

The application for review was made 
by Clockfair Ltd, owners of the rival 
Shaftesbury Casino, High Street, 
West Bromwich, and the Casino Oper¬ 
ators’Association UK. 

Mr Stan Willietts, for Clockfair and 
the association, claimed the licence 
being unused for nearly six years was 
grounds to revoke. 

Mr Stephen Walsh QC, for 
Grosvenor, said the application for 


review was made by a competitor 
rather than by an authority such as 
the police, or by residents. 

He said the delay in using the 
licence came as an extension of the 
Mecca Bingo, to include a casino, 
became the subject of a wrangle with 
planning chiefs after refusal in 2005. 

Negotiations 

Dudley Council then applied for a 
super casino at the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre in 2007, which caused the 
firm to re-consider their move into the 
Black Country. 

Negotiations with the Halesowen 
Street site owners over the casino 
lease broke down at the same time, he 
said. 

Mr Walsh QC said: “My client con¬ 
sidered the matter properly to use the 
licence or not but then felt they had to 
move somewhere else for the scheme 
to be commercially viable.” 

To comply with law, the licensing 
panel first had to decide if a review 
was necessary, then if it needed to be 
revoked before a decision could be 
made on transferring the old Hale¬ 
sowen Street licence. 

Revocation was ruled out before the 
panel decided the licence at Birchley 
Island posed no risk to under-18s, 
after members heard of the proposed 
entry policy, including signing in and 
photos for visitors. 

A blanket ban on casinos was intro¬ 
duced in Sandwell in 2006 over the 
fear the impact gambling could have. 

However, Rank Group, which runs 
the Grosvenor chain of casinos, was 
awarded its original licence in 2005 
before the ban came into force. 


Decision makers chosen 


THE team of councillors to 
make key decisions at Sandwell 
Council have been chosen. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the changes to the cabinet 
will boost the authority’s bid to achieve 
an “excellent” rating within two years. 

“The idea is to freshen up ideas and 
keep pressure on our officers to con¬ 
tinue to deliver frontline services,” he 
said. 

Experienced Councillor Dr Ann 
Jaron is being brought into the cabinet 
to take charge of adult social care. Cllr 
Linda Horton is moving from adult 
social care back to her previous 
cabinet appointment looking after 
youth, culture and leisure. 


Cllr John Edwards will continue in 
the short-term as chairman of the 
scrutiny management board.

Shanjit Sidhu, aged 30 of White Road, assaulted 
her neighbour Veena Kaur by beating her on Novem¬ 
ber 3 last year. She had denied the offence but was 
found guilty after trial. 

At Warley Magistrates Court Christy Woods, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the altercation started after Sidhu had 
thrown a piece of glass over the fence into her neigh¬ 
bour’s garden. 

The court heard an argument took place between 
the two neighbours, and Sidhu went round to the 
front of the house. 

Mrs Woods said: “The defendant kept shouting 
and screaming at Veena Kaur.” 

The court heard Mrs Kaur had to open the front 
door to let her son in and when she did this Sidhu 
grabbed hold of her. 

Grabbed 

She added: “The defendant grabbed hold of her 
and held her by the wrists, pulling her out of the 
door.” 

The court heard eventually Mrs Kaur managed to 
make it back into the house. She had suffered 
bruised wrists and four small cuts to her right hand. 

Mrs Woods said Mrs Kaur had said she was terri¬ 
fied for her safety whilst Sidhu was living next door. 

Magistrates heard that Sidhu is currently subject 
to a restraining order. 

They sentenced Sidhu to a nine month community 
order, and ordered her to go on an alcohol treatment 
programme. She must also pay £300 costs and £50 
compensation to Mrs Kaur. 


Millions spent on

Work to an electricity substation and creating a 
lift in a family home meant an extra cost on top of 
grant money towards the £33m Bearwood Road 
council housing development. A further £100,000 
was put towards demolishing shops on Carrington 
Road, Wednesbury.

It was not like Shane.” 

The hearing heard that Shane, of 
Thimblemill Road, Smethwick, had 
gone to stay with his sister Sian Kaur 
to escape the bullying. 

A verdict was recorded that he took 
his own life. 


Probe is

A ROBBER caught on CCTV 
wearing sunglasses and a baseball cap 
is wanted by police in connection with 
a terrifying raid at a Bearwood bank. 

The lone man walked into the 
Lloyds TSB on High Street.

Specialist help for 
deaf children axed 


ASERVICE for 300 deaf chil¬ 
dren across Sandwell has been 
slashed despite the Govern¬ 
ment saying the funds would 
be protected. 

The National Deaf Children’s 
Society (NDCS) is furious that 
Sandwell Council has axed the post of 
an “essential” specialist teacher for 
the deaf. But the council said they 
have been forced to make the decision 
to overcome a lack of Government 
funding and believed it to be “the least 
damaging thing to do”. 

The NDCS, who released the news 
as part of their Save Services for Deaf 
Children Campaign, claimed that 
despite legal requirements Sandwell 
Council did not consult the parents on 
the cuts and had resisted disclosing 
information. 

Crucial 

Susan Daniels OBE, Chief Execu¬ 
tive of NDCS, said: “We are appalled 
at these cuts, the support being taken 
away is not just an optional extra, it is 
absolutely crucial for deaf children’s 
learning and development. 

“Getting information has been 
extremely difficult and we are calling 
on the Secretary of State to launch an 
investigation to explain why frontline 
services are being cut from a budget he 
said would be protected.” 

Figures have revealed 63 per cent of 
deaf children are failing to achieve five 


GCSE grades at C and above, includ¬ 
ing English and Maths, suggesting 
the need for specialist help. 

Cabinet member for children and 
families Councillor Bob Badham said: 
“We have been forced to make cuts 
across the board because of the 
squeeze on our funding by the Govern¬ 
ment. We are committed to protecting 
the frontline but we have to balance 
competing interests... and accept the 
reality of the financial situation. 

“Sandwell Council continues to 
maintain a team of specialist teachers 
to support deaf children in schools and 
other settings but we have cut one spe¬ 
cialist teacher post because we judged 
it to be the least damaging thing to do. 

“We have been transparent over our 
decisions and have repeatedly pro¬ 
vided the NDCS with information 
when it has been asked for." 

National charity Deafness Research 
UK said the cut would have a signifi¬ 
cant and long-term impact upon deaf 
children and their families. 

Vivienne Michael, Chief Executive 
officer at Deafness Research UK, said: 
“Profoundly deaf children face 
immense hurdles communicating 
effectively in a hearing world and 
without the right support their educa¬ 
tion and employment prospects will 
suffer.”

WEST Bromwich Albion fan 
Chris Davis couldn’t believe his 
luck when the Baggies announced 
the destination of their pre¬ 
season tour — 20 minutes from his 
home in California. 

The 49-year-old, who moved to the 
USA in 1987, is usually reduced to 
watching his team on television but 
will have the chance to see them play 
live in July. 

Roy Hodgson’s men will take on San 
Jose Earthquakes on July 12 as part of 
their pre-season programme - and 
Chris will be there to watch them. 

Mr Davis, who drives a car with a 
registration plate WBA FAN, said: “It 
is fantastic that Baggies are coming to 
the States and I couldn’t believe it 
when I realised where they are going 
to be training. 

“I get the mickey taken out of me by 
people over here when they ask which 


soccer team I support because they 
have only heard of teams like Man¬ 
chester United and Liverpool. 

“Now they will have the chance to 
see them in the flesh.” 

Mr Davis lives in a town of 180,000 
people called Thousand Oaks, a 20- 
minute drive from Oxnard College 
where Baggies will be training. 

He said that he is planning to take 
his sons Andrew, 18, and Graeme, 15, 
to watch the team train and play a 
match in San Jose. 

Stourbridge-born Mr Davis became 
a Baggies fan in his youth, when he 
attended Newfield Park Middle 
School and Earls High School, Hale¬ 
sowen. 

He later studied electrical engineer¬ 
ing at what was then Brighton Poly¬ 
technic before moving to California for 
work in 1987 where he met and 
married his wife Claire. 
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Thief told 
to pay £1 
back on 
debt of 

£ 100,000 

A MOTHER who stole more 
than £112,000 from her 
Wednesbury employers has 
been told to pay back just £ 1 of 
the remaining debt of over 
£100,000. 

Karen Stephens, aged 36, stole over 
five months at International Tube 
and Fittings, Wednesbury where she 
was an accountant. 

Stephens, who was planning to pay 
off her former partner’s drug debts so 
she could start a new life in Jamaica, 
admitted eight charges of theft 
totalling £112,574. 

In January she was jailed for 23 
months but was brought to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court for a Proceeds 
of Crime hearing, when it was 
revealed outstanding monies were 
now £101,574, she having repaid 
£11,000. 

Judge Robin Onions said she had 
no assets and made a confiscation 
order for £1. 

He told Stephens, now of Hitchin, 
Hertfordshire, it must be paid imme¬ 
diately or she would get a further five 
days jail. 

Stephens admitted thefts on the 
basis she took cash due to threats 
made to her ex-partner on his drug 
debts. 

She worked for the firm in 
Leabrook Road, on the GWS Indus¬ 
trial Estate, as an accounts manager 
and company secretary. 

Discrepancies 

When a qualified accountant was 
appointed, she failed to turn up for 
work. The new accountant found dis¬ 
crepancies with cheques filled in by 
Stephens being made payable to 
herself and cash transferred to her 
account. 

Stephens left the country but was 
arrested at Gatwick Airport when she 
left a flight from Jamaica. 


Young father 
is facing jail 

A 19-year-old father who repeatedly 
failed to attend court and pleaded 
guilty to theft and burglary can expect 
a custodial sentence, a judge said. 

David Turnbull, of Cophall Street, 
Tipton, is now being held in custody 
and appeared at Warley Magistrates 
Courtafter failing to attend court. 

Prosecutor Maxine Jarrousse said: 
“On February 5 Mr Turnbull stole a 
drain cover valued at £300. In the 
early hours of November 3 last year, 
Mr Turnbull was one of three defen¬ 
dants who went to Flower Connection 
on Owen Street where a crowbar has 
been used to force the door open.” 

Turnbull pleaded guilty to both 
charges of theft and burglary. He 
pleaded guilty to failing to surrender 
to the court. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson 
told Turnbull he would remain in 
custody and warned him to expect a 
custodial sentence due to previous 
convictions.

have to sort rubbish four ways — 
garden waste, dry recycling, food 
waste and rubbish. 

Two buckets will be given to each 
home, a five-litre container for kitchen 
scraps and a 25-litre bin for the 
garden, to store contents of the kitchen 
buckets. 

Similar containers sparked contro¬ 
versy when introduced in neighbour 
borough, Wolverhampton, where 
unimpressed residents dubbed them 
“slop buckets”. 

Better 

Serco spokeswoman Sofia Constan- 
tinou said: “The scheme will be rolled 
out across Sandwell from September 
to December. We thought this would 
be a better time as fewer people would 
be away on holiday.” 

Similar schemes elsewhere have led 
to complaints about food smells as well 
as vermin concerns. Last month it was 
revealed that Wolverhampton Council 
has spent almost £70,000 on promot¬ 
ing recycling food waste — despite this, 
hundreds of householders returned 
the “food caddies” after 5,000 refused 
to take the slop buckets in the first 
place. 

The city council, however, said it 
was pleased that 95 per cent of homes 
had taken up the scheme. 

Although the majority of Wolver¬ 
hampton residents have accepted the 
buckets, many are putting them to 
more novel uses, such as for washing 
their cars or storing cleaning prod¬ 
ucts.

Uniform grant 
to be slashed 

A GRANT that has been offered for more 
than 20 years to help parents in Sandwell pay 
for school uniforms is set to be cut. 

In the past, parents on benefits with children 
starting secondary school in the borough have been 
able to apply for a voucher worth £45. Parents of chil¬ 
dren starting reception and parents of children 
already at secondary school could also apply for 
vouchers, worth £20 and £25. But now there is likely 
to be a significant reduction as the council makes 
savings. 

Schools boss Councillor Bob Badham said they 
had originally considered axing the grant completely 
but now it looked like it would be reduced. 

He said: “As part of the process of reviewing the 
effects of the draconian cuts the Government has 
imposed on us, I have taken the opportunity to look 
at how we can ease the hardship that some families 
might face over school uniforms. 

“It should be realised that the council has been 
forced to make more than £30 million cuts this year 
and all services, including school uniform grants, 
have been under scrutiny. 

Families 

“I have decided that we need to keep helping the 
more needy families in the community so I have 
asked officers to draw up a report on how this grant 
can be kept, albeit in a more modified form.” 

Sandwell Council is one of the few authorities to 
offer the grant. Since 2004 Dudley Council has 
£25,000 set aside for secondary schools which make 
their own decisions on issuing uniform grants. 
Wolverhampton scrapped its uniform grant some 20 
years ago. Walsall Council does not provide a 
uniform grant.

Football boss stole 
from murder victim 


THE CHAIRMAN of Tipton Town 
Football Club has admitted pocket¬ 
ing more than £276,000 from the 
life insurance and pension policies 
of a murdered father. 

Bill Williams betrayed the family of 
company director Andrew Diack, just 
days after he was stabbed to death in a 
Wolverhampton pub. 

Williams listed himself as an executor of a 
life insurance and pension policy he helped 
to set up for Mr Diack while working as his 
accountant. He then went on to clean out the 
policies, worth more than £276,600, after the 
murder. 

Williams, of Chester Road, West 
Bromwich, appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week where he admitted 
two counts of fraud. 

Devastated relatives of Mr Diack, who co¬ 
owned Featherstone firm Spray Tanker 
Services, said they had never been able to 
properly grieve while the fraud investigation 
was ongoing. 

The victim;s partner Rachel Evans, aged 
30, was in court to see Williams admit the 
charges on Thursday. 

She said: “He’s admitted the crime but he’s 
never once said sorry. Even today, he couldn’t 
look us in the eye. He kept his head down 
which tells you a lot about the type of person 
he is. 

“In a way, we are pleased that he has 
pleaded guilty but on the other hand we 
know he has only done that so he will get a 
lesser sentence. 

“I’m just happy it is all coming to an end. 
This has been hanging over us two-and-a- 
half years. When he is sentenced it will 


finally be finished so we can move on with 
our lives and forget everything that has gone 
on.” 

In court it was revealed that it was not the 
first time Williams has committed fraud 
offences. He was jailed for three years on two 
separate occasions in 1986 and again in 1996 
for committing frauds totalling more than 
£200,000. In one case, he took £100,000 from 
an Anglican clergyman. 

He used the money to employ semi-profes¬ 
sional footballers for Harrisons FC of Great 
Wyrley, a team he used to manage. 

Mr Diack, aged 29, of Stafford Road, Ford- 
houses, Wolverhampton, died after a friend’s 
birthday celebration at the Flying Dutch¬ 
man pub in Merry Hill, Wolverhampton, in 
February 2009. 

Knifed 

He was stabbed to death by teenager 
Michael Brown, who had gone out for the 
night armed with a butterfly knife. 

Brown hunted down his victim in the 
darkened pub using a mobile phone as a 
torch before he knifed Mr Diack once 
through the heart. 

Brown, aged 19, of Langley Road, Merry 
Hill, was jailed for life in February last year 
with a minimum of 16 years for stabbing Mr 
Diack,. 

Mr Diack’s daughter, Megan, now two, 
was born days after the killing. 

Earlier this season, Midland Alliance foot¬ 
ball club Tipton Town won a place in the first 
round of the FA Cup for the first time, 
banking in the region of £20,000. 

In the dock Williams spoke only to plead 
guilty to the two charges. He was given 
unconditional bail by Judge Helen Hughes 
and will be sentenced on June 6. 


Crooked accountant preyed 
on grieving pregnant partner 


WHEN Bill Williams 
visited Rachel Evans, the 
devastated partner of 
murder victim Andrew 
Diack, she thought she he 
had the family’s best 
interests at heart. 

The football club chairman 
had worked as an accountant 
for the company which Mr 
Diack part-owned. 

But in the months that fol¬ 
lowed, the sinister reason for 
Williams arriving at the 
family home on that day in 
February 2009 became clear. 

He had not been there to 
offer help and support but to 
get his hands on documents 
that would net him an insur¬ 
ance payout from a policy he 
had helped to set up. 

As well as coming to terms 
with the violent death of her 


partner at the hands of a 
knifeman, Miss Evans has 
now had to deal with the 
knowledge that the man she 
once trusted went on to steal 
more than£276,000 from her 
dead partner. 

Miss Evans was days away 
from giving birth to the 
couple’s first child when 
Williams visited her home. 

She said: “Bill was really 
nice when he came to the 
house, telling me not to 
worry about a thing and that 
he would sort out all the 
financial arrangements. 

“I was heavily pregnant 
with Megan so it was a 
weight off my mind. He col¬ 
lected a load of documents 
and that was it. He said 
things like the mortgage or 
any bills I had would be 
taken care of by him and that 


I didn’t have to worry about 
any of it.” 

As she concentrated on 
looking after newborn baby 
Megan and her young son 
Reegan, Williams was 
setting in motion plans to 
pocket life insurance and 
pension policies worth more 
than £276,000, which he 
administered. 

Williams even turned up 
at Mr Diack’s funeral and 
made a personal donation of 
£100 to the family, using a 
cheque that subsequently 
bounced. 

Within a couple of months, 
Miss Evans started to 
receive notices that bills 
were not being paid so 
sought the advice of a solici¬ 
tor. In May 2009 Miss Evans 
called in the police, who 
launched an investigation.

Thieves 

target 

hospitals 

THIEVES risked causing 
delays in patients’ treatment 
when they stole thousands of 
pounds worth of equipment, 
smashed windows and stole lead 
from the roofs of hospitals in 
Sandwell and Birmingham. 

A total of £6,705 worth of equip¬ 
ment has been stolen from buildings 
run by Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust in the last 
two years. 

Six separate burglaries accounted 
for almost two thirds of the stolen 
property and they were thought to 
have been committed by the same 
person in a three-month crime spree 
at City Hospital. 

Metal thieves made off with a hot 
water boiler from Sandwell Hospital 
last November and ripped lead off 
Rowley Regis Hospital roof in March. 

Thieves left crow bar marks on a 
door at City Hospital in attempted 
thefts in December and February last 
year. 

The hospitals have also suffered 
vandal attacjs with a smashed glass 
door and window at Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal and a hole kicked in a plasterboard 
wall in accident and emergency. 

The information was revealed after 
a request by The Chronicle’s sister 
newspaper the Express & Star under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

Health bosses revealed the serial 
burglar at City Hospital stole two 
plasma screen TVs in January. In 
February two notebook computers, 
two laptops and two LCD monitors 
were stolen in three separate raids 
and two more PCs and two monitors 
were taken in March. In total £4,000 
worth of equipment was taken. 

Courts 

Health chiefs said a man was due to 
be brought before the courts. 

Security Adviser Peter Finch, for 
the trust which runs Sandwell, City 
and Rowley Regis Hospitals, said 
thieves had risked delays in treat¬ 
ment for patients. 

He said: “Property stolen or 
damaged has to be replaced by the 
taxpayer and this can lead to delays in 
treatment.” 

Mr Finch added: “To counter the 
risk of theft, the trust has in place 
teams of well-trained security offi¬ 
cers. In addition, there is a range of 
supporting measures - CCTV 
systems, building alarms, access con¬ 
trols to wards and other areas and 
locks on doors — to deter and prevent 
theft.” 


Lorry firm

PROFITS are on the up at West 
Bromwich lorry dealer Keltruck, 
despite a fall in sales over the last 
year. 

Figures released by the company 
last week show sales of £71.3 million 
for 2010, down from £83.7m the year 
before.

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Bullet holes at toilet 
block tell grim story

It was the moment that war came to a 
Black Country street 
NAOMI DUNNING reports 


T HEY look like non¬ 
descript chips in a 
wall but they tell an 
incredible wartime story of 
the night a German 
bomber dived on a Black 
Country town and riddled 
it with machine gun fire. 

It is thought the bomber was on 
its way to a raid during the early 
part of the Second World War 
when it started shooting at a 
group of people in Windmill Lane, 
Smethwick, who were making 
their way to an air raid shelter. 

One young man, Norman 
Steele, was killed. 

A keen amateur historian 
delving into the story and hoping 
to find out more about that fateful 
day, has told how a toilet block in 
the town still has bullet holes 
from the attack. 

Former Smethwick resident 
Paul Harris, who now lives in 
Halesowen, remembers being 
taken by his father, George 
Harris now aged 91, to see the 
bullet holes in Windmill Lane. 

Mr Harris, aged 64, said: “I 
used to live in Smethwick and my 
father still does. Every time we 
would walk past he would tell me 
what he knew about the day and 
about his time during the war. 

“As I understand it the chaps 
were coming from the Seven Stars 
pub and heading towards the 
shelter. It was a 19-year-old who 


was killed, he just didn’t quite 
make it to the shelter in time. 

“It was only last week when I 
drove past and I had a look to see 
if the bullet holes were still there. 
I was astounded they were still 
clearly visible. 

“These men it seems were 
making their way to safety and 
one of them was gunned down in 
the process. People must remem¬ 
ber this event and the bullet holes 
are a clear reminder. 

Chilling 

“I would encourage people to go 
and have a look, it is a chilling 
reminder of what my parents 
generation went through.” 

It is not known exactly which 
year the raid took place. Docu¬ 
ments published by Smethwick 
Local History Society, describe 
the raid: “From the Seven Stars 
public house, three young men 
ran for shelter into the Windmill 
Lane public toilets. Norman 
Steele failed to make it and died 
under a hail of machine-gun fire 
from one of the German 
bombers.” 

Sandwell Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said the toilet blocks had 
been closed for 20 years. 

“The block and the bullet holes 
may well be there for some time 
as there are currently no plans to 
do anything with it,” he added. 

Mr Harris, of Blagdon Road, 
whose father served in Egypt 
with the RAF during the war, was

prompted to revisit the story after 
reading Express & Star columnist 
Peter Rhodes discussing a book 
due to be published in Germany 
detailing chilling confessions of 
German prisoners of war who 
said they enjoyed massacring 
innocent civilians. 

In 1999 Mr Rhodes interviewed 
playwright Stephen MacDonald 
whose show, Not About Heroes, 
was staged at Stratford. Mr 
McDonald remembered as a child 
warplanes strafing Birming¬ 
ham’s Calthorpe Park. 

The German bomber involved 
in the Smethwick attack was 
likely to have been a Heinkel 111 
or a Dornier 17, the primary Luft¬ 
waffe bombers.

Building site dig 
uncovers past 


A TEAM of archaeolo¬ 
gists have found an 
early chapel and 
graveyard at a West 
Bromwich development. 


The archaeologists, part of 
Sandwell Council’s Historic Environ¬ 
ment Team, found the chapel at the 
All Saints office development on 
Sandwell Road. 

It is the latest fascinating discovery 
made by the team. 

Borough archaeologist Dr Graham 
Eyre-Morgan said a Baptist Sunday school 
was known to have been on the site in 
1796. It was later developed into a Provi¬ 
dence Chapel in 1810 and a graveyard was 
attached in 1817. Excavations this year 
have revealed the chapel went through 
several phases. 

The earliest phase had a compressed 
earthen floor which later was covered with 
wooden boards. Dr Eyre-Morgan said: “In 
addition to a complete baptismal chamber, 
we discovered foundation walls and some 
tiled floors.” 

The archaeologists are excavating the 
graveyard on site. The remains will be sci¬ 
entifically researched and then reburied in 
an appropriate place, before the land is 
covered over for development. 

This discovery is just one of many in 
recent years in the borough as the team 
unearths Sandwell’s hidden past. 

Dr Eyre-Morgan said: “Recent excava¬ 
tions, which have come as a result of the 
planning process, have revealed a wealth 
of remains relating to medieval and post 
medieval archaeology across the borough.” 

Between 2004 and 2008 archaeologists 
worked on the site of a late medieval forge 
in Wednesbury and unearthed evidence of 
more than 500 years of continuous indus¬ 
trial development. Underneath the 19th, 


18th, and 17th century remains of a brick 
built forge, known as Willets Forge, 
archaeologists discovered the remains of a 
medieval timber-built forging mill. 

“The quality and extent of the timber 
remains is exceptional with four possibly 
five almost complete wooden built wheel 
races discovered, together with an almost 
complete wheel pit.” 

In 2007, when plans were submitted for 
the Morrisons supermarket in Wednes¬ 
bury, archaeologists excavated the site and 
found evidence of the pottery industry. And 
before developers moved in to build shel¬ 
tered housing on St Mary’s Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, archaeologists found evidence of an 
early Anglo Saxon settlement and pottery 
from around the time of the Norman con¬ 
quest. 

“If the pottery represents the period, 
then we may well be looking at a large for¬ 
tified Anglo Saxon settlement” said Dr 
Eyre-Morgan. 

Fort

On Lower High Street in Wednesbury 
the remains of a medieval settlement and 
the early pottery industry was been discov¬ 
ered, including numerous pieces of pottery. 
Mr Eyre-Morgan says this could mean 
Wednesbury began as an Iron Age hill fort. 

In 2010 an evaluation of Shrubbery 
Avenue in Tipton revealed part of the foun¬ 
dations of the former Tipton Green Hall. 
Archaeologists made the exciting and rare 
discovery of a knucklebone floor when they 
excavated Hall Green, in Stone Cross 
earlier this year. They were in fashion for 
a comparatively short period of the late 
17th century and 18th century.

Man found with haul of 
cannabis worth £1,500 
is spared jail sentence 


A 21-year-old man who was caught 
with more than £1,500 of cannabis 
during a police raid on a cafe in Smeth¬ 
wick has been spared a prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Martin Eyles was found with a carrier bag con¬ 
taining 10 sealed bags of the drug, or enough for 
77 street deals, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Mrs Kanwal Juss told the court 
Eyles revealed to the officers after his arrest he 
had been delivering the drugs to All Nations Fish 
Bar in Cape Hill so it could be passed on by 
others. 

Eyles, of Longford Road, Kingstanding, admit¬ 
ted possessing cannabis with intent to supply. 


Recorder Julian Taylor told him he had only 
been saved from jail by his previous good charac¬ 
ter and the fact he was in employment. 

He said: “There is far too much drug dealing 
going on in this area.

“This was a stupid piece of behaviour. You 
richly deserve to go to prison but I take the view 
I am just able to suspend the sentence.” 

The Recorder ruled that it was clear that Eyles 
had built up the drugs so he could sell them on 
and make a profit. 

Eyles was given a 12-month jail term sus¬ 
pended for two years, placed under supervision 
for two years, ordered to carry out 180 hours of 
unpaid work and to pay £500 costs.

A DRUNK driver who 
swerved into the path of an 
oncoming car was banned from 
driving for two years. 

Surjinder Singh, of Edwin 
Phillips Drive, West Bromwich, 
was also told to pay £300 after 
admitting driving while three 
times over the legal limit.

Tests revealed he 
had 116 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath.” 

Mr Milo Turner, defending, 
said Singh told officers he had 
made a mistake. 

He added: “And this is the 
first mistake he has made in 
terms of the law in his life. 

“He has two dependent chil¬ 
dren in school in Wednesbury 
and has just started business 
as a manager in a fish and chip 
shop. 

“He knows he faces a disqual¬ 
ification which will make it dif¬ 
ficult for him to take his 
children to school and to travel 
to the wholesaler.”

THIS artist’s impression shows what a new £12.3 
million extra care scheme for older people will look 
like. 

Goldfield Court, Dartmouth Street, West Bromwich, will 
include 92 self-contained apartments for the over-55s. 

Work has started at the site and is set to be completed 
by the end of this year. Facilities at the site, in Greets 
Green, will also include a shop, restaurant and hair and 
beauty salon, which will be open to non-residents too. 

It is being developed by social housing enterprise 
Housing 21 and its Midland property partners and Birm¬ 
ingham building services provider J S Wright has been 
awarded a £1.3m contract by principal contractor Thomas 
Vale Construction to fit out the scheme.

The development is the second Housing 21 extra care 
housing scheme to be provided in Sandwell. The first, 
Queensridge Court in Oldbury, opened its doors to resi¬ 
dents in November 2010. 

Apartments at the new scheme, which has received 
funding of £5 million from the Homes and Communities 
Agency, will each have a fully fitted kitchen and walk-in 
shower with non-slip flooring to the kitchen and bathroom. 
Staff on site will provide care and support, tailored to meet 
individual needs.

It is one of the 
smallest in Sandwell and 
has 16 places per year 
group and about 130 
pupils in total. 

Helen Barlow, head¬ 
teacher at Moat Farm 
Infant in Brookfields 
Road, said: “I’m thrilled 
and delighted with those 
figures. 

“They show our staff 
are being recognised for 
their hard work.

“Obviously, it does 
show we are oversub¬ 
scribed as well but this 
has been the same way 
for the last couple of 
years, I believe, but 
that’s because many 
parents wish to send 
their children here.”

Badham, Sandwell’s chil¬ 
dren and families boss, 
said: “The figures are dif¬ 
ficult to look at in any sci¬ 
entific way because the 
choices parents make are 
very subjective. 

“Some schools are 
popular because of the 
convenience to parents, 
and others are popular 
because of their per¬ 
ceived good performance.

Theatre launch 
appeal to pay 
for new stage 

FUNDRAISING is to take place to build a new stage at 
one of the West Midlands’ leading theatres, Birmingham 
Hippodrome.

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Inquest hears death 
crash motorist was 
driving ‘impatiently’ 


A MOTHER who 
died after her car was 
involved in a head-on 
collision with a bus 
had been driving 
“impatiently”, an 
inquest heard. 

Jacqueline Ottley, of 
Wednesbury, was killed 
when her BMW Mini 
and a number 428 bus 
carrying pupils from 
Wodensborough Tech¬ 
nology Community 
College collided on 
Church Lane in West 
Bromwich last year. 

The inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House 
heard that the 43-year- 
old mother-of-seven had 
been seen doing a U-turn

minutes before the crash 
at around 3.45pm on 
November 24. 

In a statement witness 
Pamela Grice from Stone 
Cross described the U- 
turn manoeuvre and 
said in her view Mrs 
Ottley was a “risk taker”. 

Overtake 

After the U-turn the 
hearing was told Mrs 
Ottley had driven along 
Black Lake and turned 
right on to Church Lane 
and looked like she 
intended to overtake the 
Land Rover in front. 

Kerri Yates, of Booth 
Street, Bloxwich, who 
was driving the Land 
Rover, said: “The Mini 
behind me started to 
overtake,but there was 
an oncoming bus and 
there wasn’t enough 
room. The vehicle then 
pulled in sharply and hit 
the front of my Land 
Rover and then careered 
down the road and into 
the front of the bus.” 

Crash investigator Pc 
Robin Smalley told the 
inquest: “The driver was 
not wearing a seat belt. 
If she had, the extent of 


the injuries would not 
have been as serious and 
she may well have sur¬ 
vived the impact.” 

Bus driver Jagrup 
Singh suffered neck and 
back injuries and was 
taken to hospital along 
with 11 others, including 
a pregnant woman and 
schoolchildren. 

Black Country 

Coroner Robin Balmain 
concluded the inquest by 
saying: “In my view this 
was an extremely impa¬ 
tient piece of driving and 
she was clearly being 
impatient during the 
course of this accident.” 

He said Mrs Ottley, of 
Vowles Road, died as a 
result of multiple 
injuries caused by a road 
traffic collision. 

He added: “It is by the 
grace of God that nobody 
else was killed during 
the course of this 
impact.” 

Speaking afterwards 
Mrs Ottley’s daughter 
Kasheay said: “We all 
love our mum and we are 
just going to do every¬ 
thing we can to make her 
proud. We are just all in 
shock.”

“Serious acquisitive 
crime is a top priority for 


us,” he explained. “We 
are looking to prioritise 
burglaries, robberies and 
vehicle crime because we 
know they are always in 
the top ten per cent of our 
crime figures. 

“We want to help the 
victims. 

“These are heinous 
offences, certainly rob¬ 
beries where someone 
snatches a chain from 
someone’s neck, and they 
need to be punished.” 

Anti-social behaviour 
and low-level crime are 
the second part of the 
police’s focus in the 
borough under the new 
chief’s leadership.

Cocaine 
couriers 
are jailed 

TWO Black Country 
men caught trying to 
smuggle £500,000 worth 
of cocaine into the 
country have been locked 
up for eight years each. 

The pair were stopped 
at Gatwick Airport on 
February 24, on a return 
flight from Montego Bay, 
Jamaica. Khramme Net- 
tleford, aged 19, of 
Surrey Road, Dudley, 
and Gary Whittall, 30, of 
The Parade, Cradley 
Heath, were carrying 100 
per cent pure cocaine. 
Whittall had five boxes of 
cocaine and Nettleford 
four, a total weight of 
3.15kg, said Miss Shazia 
Ahmed, prosecuting. 

Judge Simon Pratt at 
Croydon Crown Court 
said: “Those who import 
hard drugs do so at the 
expense of the growing 
hundreds of thousands of 
addicts, some of whom 
will die from their drug¬ 
taking, and many will 
commit serious violent 
crime to fund their addic¬ 
tion.” 

Judge Pratt accepted 
the pair were no more 
than couriers. They both 
pleaded guilty to illegal 
importation of prohibited 
goods. Whittall was 
jailed for eight years and 
Nettleford was sent to 
youth custody.

Ready to start 
restoration work 
on Oak House 

WORK on the £1.6 million restoration of an 
historic Black Country museum is set to start 
this autumn. 

Sandwell Council and the Heritage Lottery Fund 
have each invested around £800,000 in the scheme 
at the 16th century Oak House in West Bromwich. 

The 17th century timber-framed stable block in 
the grounds which will host exhibitions, is being 
restored. Servants quarters in the house itself will 
be restored and opened to visitors for the first time. 

There will also be a shop, cafe, classroom and com¬ 
munity meeting room in an adjacent 18th century 
brick-built barn. It is hoped the improvements will 
attract an extra 30,000 visitors a year to the Oak 
Road site. 

A planning application for the work is set to be 
submitted within weeks and tenders are being 
drawn up. Work is due to take up to 15 months. 

Protect 

Frank Caldwell, principal officer for museums, 
arts and tourism said: “Oak House is a wonderful 
site which we are obliged to protect and enhance for 
future generations. These plans will ensure it has a 
bright future as an attraction for local people and 
those from further afield.” 

The historic property is thought to have been 
named after a large oak tree which stood in front of 
the house until early last century. 

The original owners of Oak House are not known, 
but the family most closely associated with it are the 
Turtons who were resident in the 1630s. 


The first phase of work sees 
the customer services entrance 
being extended, the lobby area 
enlarged and the shop floor 
increased so there is capacity 
for more stock. 

The size of the play area and 
toilets will also be expanded. 

Work will start on the new 
restaurant on June 5 and will 
take around two months to 
complete. 

Store manager Gary Pearce, 
said: “From June 5 we will start 
work on our new restaurant 
which we aim to re-open within 
eight weeks. 

“Due to its popularity, we will 
increase the number of seats 
from 270 to 459 and also 
add more tasty food 
options to the menu. 

“We anticipate that 
this will become one of 
the biggest restaurants 
in the West Midlands.” 

A temporary cafe will 
open on at the store on 
June 6. 

Meanwhile, this week 
work has also started on 
improving Ikea’s upper 
Market Hall area, which 
stocks cooking utensils, 
dinnerware and textiles, 
as well as bathroom 
accessories.

Mr Pearce added: 
“This new and improved 
area will include a new 
home organisation 
department with lots of 
smart solutions to help 
you tidy up your home, as 
well as a new bath shop, 
both of which are due for 
completion on May 27.” 

“We have also started 
work on improving our 
Swedish Food Market 
area. 

“This will more than 
double in size and will 
hold a much bigger 
Swedish food range.

Reviews 


The City Madam. 

Swan Theatre, Stratford 

THE FEAR of financial ruin and loss of 
social status permeates Philip 
Massinger’s 380-year-old romp, giving 
this savage comedy a sharp contempo¬ 
rary edge. 

The Royal Shakespeare Company has 
gathered a formidably talented group of 
actors at the Swan (many of them also 
appearing in Gregory Doran’s Cardenio) 
and they relish this ruthless and rollicking 
satire on a society riven by rivalry 
between the newly rich merchant class 
and the old aristocracy. 

Massinger wrote for Shakespeare’s 
former theatre company The King’s Men. 

He was a scattergun satirist, who in 
this play also takes a pop at astrologers, 
brutal law enforcers and includes possi¬ 
bly the first dig at the Americans. 

The convoluted plot centres on Luke 
Frugal, who has wasted his fortune and 
now works as a servant in his rich 
brother’s household, where he is meanly 
treated by his sister-and-law and nieces. 

Behind his reformed exterior, he plots 
with servants to defraud his brother. 

Meanwhile, that brother, made weary 
by his haughty wife’s financial excesses 
and suspicious of his brother’s pious new 
image, pretends to retire to a monastery 
but returns with his daughters’ two 
rejected suitors in disguise as American 
Indians (seeking a Christian education) to 
observe how Luke uses his new found 
power and fortune. 

Dominic Hill’s fast-paced, 17th 
Century costumed production hinges on 
the role of Luke, and Jo Stone-Fewings 
emerges from the RSC ranks with a per¬ 
formance of such charisma, energy and 
passion that it should take his career to a 
new level. 

At first he wins the audience’s sympa¬ 
thy but, with the phrase “religion, con¬ 
science, charity, farewell”, wealth and 
opportunity turns him into a vengeful 


silver-tongued devil before our very eyes 
in a production that also makes much use 
of magic tricks and illusion. 

Lady Frugal (Sara Crowe) and her 
daughters (Lucy Briggs-Owen, Matti 
Houghton) are a monstrous flutter of fans 
and satin gowns, whilst Nicholas Day 
brings an engaging fruitiness to the role 
of elderly aristocrat Lord Lacy. 

The broadest comedy comes from the 
suitors, Alex Hassell as the screeching 
dandy Sir Maurice and Felix Hughes as 
his rough bluff northern rival Mr Plenty. 
Christopher Ettridge becomes an audi¬ 
ence favourite as the sharp-tongued 
servant Holdfast. Pippa Nixon got a big 
laugh as the Cockney chav prostitute 
Shave’em, leafing through a Royal 


Wedding souvenir copy of Hello maga¬ 
zine to find the perfect new carriage. 

A puppet show laid on by the ‘Indians’ 
seemed a superfluous addition to a three 
hour play (including interval) but was cer¬ 
tainly ingenious. 

Audiences may bridle at the play’s neat 
moralistic conclusion, which has the 
womenfolk promising to be obedient and 
modest, whilst Luke Frugal is stripped to 
his underpants, spat upon and cast out in 
the snow. 

But when it deals with greed and pre¬ 
tension, The City Madam is a period 
piece with plenty to say to a modern 
audience. 

It continues until October 4.

An Evening with John Cleese, 

Birmingham Hippodrome 

John Cleese has worked with some of 
the greatest comedy writers and 
actors ever, and gave the audience an 
insight into his long and successful 
career. 

The star of Monty Python first 
explains the reason he has decided to 
go on the road again - his recent 
divorce from American psychothera¬ 
pist Alyce Faye Eichelberger is costing 
him $20 million over the next five 
years. 

After briefly expressing extreme dis¬ 
satisfaction with Californian law, the 
71-year-old settles down to begin his 
show, starting with his family’s roots. 
Anyone expecting the show to be a 
barrel of laughs may have been disap¬ 
pointed at this point. 

However, once into full swing, 
Cleese packed the show full of clips 
from his early days on The Frost 
Report, to working with the Two 
Ronnies and eventually Monty Python. 

The evening may not be as hilarious 
as many people would expect, but it 
did provide a fascinating insight into 
the golden era for British comedy, 
where shows were about experiment¬ 
ing and not ratings. 

The second half of the show 
touched on black comedy, as Cleese 
believed a dark sense of humour was 
the only thing he and his mother had in 
common. 

A clip of the Black Knight scene from 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail was 
sandwiched between stories of the 
group pushing each other to be as 
funny as possible while being a bit 
naughty, too. 

Cleese gave a touching speech 
about his good friend and fellow 
Python Graham Chapman, who died 
in 1989, before moving on to reveal the 
hotel in which he based Fawlty Towers 
on and the inception of his hit film A 
Fish Called Wanda. 

Throughout the night, Cleese made 
it clear he felt he was lucky to be 
involved in comedy and a three- 
minute montage of some of his funni¬ 
est bits closed off the night in a fitting 
style. 

While the show may not be what 
people expect it is packed full of anec¬ 
dotes, stories and sketches, which 
may not always be funny, but are a 
treat for comedy fans all the same.

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Town housing plan grows by half 


THE number of homes planned for a 
multi-million development in the heart of 
West Bromwich has increased by half. 
Almost 300 homes are now planned. 

They are planned for the Claypit Lane, 
Coppice Street and Wattle Road site. Cleared 
in 2006, the site, which may see a £30 million 
investment, was originally earmarked for 200 
homes. 

Demolished 

Residents of 184 homes in the Greets Green area 
of the town were paid to leave under a compulsory 
purchase order so they could be demolished five 
years ago. 

The project stalled as the recession hit developers 


but work is now set to start next spring, if Govern¬ 
ment funds are granted. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, Sandwell Council 
housing chief, this week said plans were for 292 
homes, with 70 affordable. 

He said: “The programme has been submitted to 
the Homes and Communities Agency (HCA) for 
funding for 2011-14 as part of their national pro¬ 
gramme.” 

The council signed a framework agreement with 
nine organisations to be partners in a scheme to 
build homes over five years. It is hoped to build 700 
homes a year, every year, in a scheme which may 
cost £280m and mean that the council will no longer 
need to spend time and money promoting every 
vacant site on the open market. 

Cllr Hackett said they would choose the developer 
after a funding decision by Government next month. 


He added: “We hope to hear from the HCA in June 
and if they agree funding we will invite bids from 
our preferred developers under the framework.” 

Affordable 

The scheme will include affordable housing to 
rent, buy or part-buy. Some homes may be managed 
by housing associations or Sandwell Homes. 

It is part of long-term plans for the Greets Green 
area, to tie in with regeneration projects such as the 
£20 million Eastern Gateway scheme. 

West Bromwich-based Accord Housing Associa¬ 
tion will build 69 homes, an office block and shops 
on a five acre site for development, spanning High 
Street, Bull Street and Overend Street. 

Work on a 92-home £12.2 million extra care 
housing scheme in Oak Lane is taking place.

Alfa revives a pedigree 
with chic and charisma 


A S ALFA ROMEO prepares to 
celebrate its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in June, the Italian firm’s 
latest model revives one of the 
most evocative names from its glo¬ 
rious past: The Giulietta. 

Few car companies can match Alfa 
Romeo for sporting pedigree and it 
remains by some distance the most 
glamorous of the mainstream marques. 

But pedigree and glamour count for little 
unless you are shifting metal - and these 
days loss-making Alfa needs to start selling 
more cars in order to remain viable. 

With that in mind the Turin-based firm has 
revived the Giulietta, one of the most charis¬ 
matic names from its distinguished heritage, 
to do battle in the cut-throat mid-sized 
hatchback sector of the market. 

While Alfas of old were traditionally all 
about driver appeal and effortless chic, 
these days the more workmanlike qualities 
of solidity and reliability are required too. 

Still, there’s enough Italian flair and style 
about the design of the Giulietta to keep the 
most ardent of Alfisti happy, from the chis¬ 
elled front, with its 8C-style compact grille, 
to the elegantly rounded proportions of the 
rear. 

From the side, it admittedly resembles a 
SEAT Leon but then that was designed by 
Alfa old boy Walter de’Silva anyway.

The new Giulietta is some 16 per cent 
bigger than its predecessor, the 147, which 
probably does not count for much, as space 
was never a plus point in the former. 

The Giulietta does feel slightly tight for 
space in the back but at least there’s a 
decent sized boot, which you open by 
pressing the Alfa badge. 

The cabin is not as dramatic as that of the 
Brera, or even the 159, but is nevertheless 
stylish and distinguished by a row of cen¬ 
trally located toggle switches with a 
designer feel. 

Interior quality looks decent, though you’d 
ideally need to own one for a few months to 
see if it remained free of rattles and squeaks. 

The leather seats in the test car, a top-of- 
the-range 170hp Veloce 2.0 litre diesel, were 
good and I found it easy to get comfortable 
behind the wheel - something that could not 
be said of every Alfa in the past. 

If, like me, you tend to associate Alfas with 
revvy engines and light, deft steering, you’ll 
find neither present in the Veloce diesel. The 
soundtrack from under the bonnet is more 
mundane, while the steering is accurate but 
on the weighty side - and it gets even 
heavier if you press the Dynamic button on 
the “DNA” selector panel. 




This panel, under the centre console, 
offers a choice of three driver settings, 
depending on road conditions. 

The “A” position is for adverse weather 
conditions, while the default setting is “N” 
for normal. “D” for is “Dynamic” and 
employed when drivers wish to press on. 

The throttle response becomes notably 
sharper and the car feels far quicker when 
this setting is engaged. 

Not everyone will appreciate the extra 
steering weight that comes into play, 
however, and none of the settings can be 
customised. 

All models in the Giulietta range benefit 
from Alfa’s clever electronic Q2 differential 
which adjusts the power directed to the front 
wheels to boost traction through bends. 

Competitive 

Driven carefully, it should be possible to 
return 50mpg but hey, this is an Alfa 
and my consumption ended up in 
the low 40s, as I had it in “D” 
most of the time. 

Running costs should be 
reasonable. The Giulietta ' J 
can be driven frugally, C02 
emissions are competitive, 
and service intervals 
extend to over 20,000 
miles. Insurance for the 
170hp model is group 25 
out of 50 but this falls to 


group 20 if the 140hp model is chosen, and 
it’s only slightly less quick. 

The Giulietta feels solid and assured on 
the road rather than nervous and flighty. 
Ride quality is good and the car makes a 
decent fist of soaking up the bumps. 

Too often in the past Alfas have repre¬ 
sented the triumph of style over substance 
with poor reliability and inferior build quality 
leading to catastrophic residual values. 

But the firm looks to be turning things 
round with cars like the MiTo and now the 
Giulietta. It’s still too early to tell whether the 
Giulietta has the staying power to transform 
the fortunes of the loss-making, 

Fiat-owned brand - but it 
certainly possesses 


enough panache to appeal as an alternative 
to the ubiquitous Focus, Golf or Astra hatch¬ 
back offerings. There are plenty of other 
“boutique” offerings in this sector, however, 
ranging from the excellent value Citroen DS3 
and forthcoming DS4 to Audi’s A1 and VW’s 
shapely Scirocco. 

Alfa Romeo expects diesel Giuliettas to 
outsell petrol models in the UK, to the sort of 
driver who has to buy with the head as well 
as the heart. 

But if you like the idea of an Alfa I still think 
you’d be better off-emotionally, if not finan¬ 
cially - with a petrol 
/ Giulietta.

“There is big pressure on me now 
because next season I have to 
improve and be an even better player 
to even get one trophy again. 

“I work very hard in training and 
in games to be a good player. I knew 
it would be hard because it is the best

“If you get it right - and the way he’s got 
it right with Mulumbu and Odemwingie - 
he’s got to be very happy. 

“But it gets more difficult because 
every club is chasing the same goal.” 

Albion finish at Newcastle on Sunday 
determined to stay in front of Villa, who 
are a point behind as they close with a 
home game against Liverpool. 

Hodgson said: “It’s been a pretty good 
spell, 19 points from 11 games. An 
average of two points per game is like 
Manchester United, isn’t it?

Now to find the 
heirs apparent 


FAREWELL then to The 
Hawthorns’ best season of 
top-flight football since 
Bomber had a perm. 

These days, it’s Paul Scharner’s 
barnet which catches the eye. But 
the blue and white imprint on 
this Premier League campaign 
has been a delight to watch. 

Now, though, the task begins to 
seek out the ingredients which will 
enable the proud old stadium to 
witness even better next time 
around - and that is not going to be 
easy, writes Martin Swain. 

The Baggies may have a hugely- 
respected and clearly-effective man at the 
helm in Roy Hodgson, while the unex¬ 
pected reach of this outstanding season 
will have taken them up the food chain of 
Premier League predators. 

But hemmed in by sub-30,000 atten¬ 
dances, Albion remain a club in search of 
a killing on the transfer market and, with 
that in mind, it was perhaps the man who 
wasn’t there to witness this victory over 
Everton who is most significant. 

Travels 

Dan Ashworth’s seat was empty, a sure 
sign that the club’s sporting and technical 
director was once more on his travels to 
dig out another Odemwingie or Mulumbu. 

It’s not getting any easier for Ashworth 
because his reputation is beginning to 
spread and the cloak of anonymity which 
he used to relish has gone. 

Nowadays, Albion’s Premier League 
rivals are alert to his presence and keen to 
pick up whatever scent he is following. 

But if - and it’s a big if — the club can 
find the right recruits this summer to add 
to the 2011 blend, what a vintage we may 
be tasting a year from now. 

This has been a magnificent effort from 
all at the club which deserves its place as 
the best of the M6 quartet. 

Albion were a majority choice for rele¬ 
gation this season and they are touching a 
top-10 finish. Incredible. 

To have done it with a style of football 
that shames the view that Premier 
League newcomers have to play the per-

centages to survive adds even more credence 
to their achievements. 

Well done Hodgson. And well done Di 
Matteo, lest we forget, who had the courage 
to risk his regime on a daring plot to keep the 
ball and attack more heavily-armed opposi¬ 
tion. He floundered because, among other 
things, the Baggies were not strong enough 
in depth when injuries and suspensions 
began to take away his most important 
players. 

That is the gap Hodgson and Ashworth 
will be endeavouring to fill this summer 
because, if this final home game told us any¬ 
thing, it was what a difference those three or 
four men can make. 

Back came the recently-missing Steven 


Reid, Chris Brunt and Paul Scharner - all 
absent at Molineux when Albion caved in 
under their neighbour’s searing despera¬ 
tion. I suspect it might have been a little 
different had they been available. 

We shall never know for sure, of course, 
but the difference in Albion’s defending 
against Everton was marked. I counted 10 
set-pieces thrown into the “mix” by 
Everton in the opening half-hour - free- 
kicks, corners, long throws, the lot. And 
each one failed to yield a single chance as 
Scharner, particularly, added his height 
and distinctive hairline to the resistance. 

In players such as Brunt, Youssouf 
Mulumbu, Jerome Thomas, James Morri¬ 
son and the injured but potentially pivotal 
Graham Dorrans, Albion have highly 
adept midfield creators. They will try to 
find even better over the next few months. 

But it is undoubtedly Peter 
Odemwingie who has given them some¬ 
thing different, and he was the box of 
tricks The Hawthorns has come to relish 
against Everton. 

By the time he combined speed, skill 
and surprising strength to set-up 
Mulumbu’s match-winner in the 10th 
minute, he had already raced away and 
fired into the side netting to warn Sylvain 
Distin and Phil Jagielka of their after¬ 
noon’s labours. 

While Everton plodded, Odemwingie 
led electric breaks from the back. 

Tim Howard stopped him scoring with 
one point-blank save, a goal-line clear¬ 
ance kept out an Odemwingie-like cut 
through by Thomas, Howard finger- 
tipped away a roasting free-kick from 
Brunt. 

After the break the pattern remained 
the same, Everton beaten back without 
getting through to Scott Carson, 
Odemwingie springing forward to stretch 
and threaten the second goal. The only 
surprise was that it never arrived. 

But the Baggies always made the better 
chances until Everton’s frustrating after¬ 
noon was summed up as the last 15 
minutes arrived. 

On came Diniyar Bilyaletdinov for Phil 
Neville, promptly wasting his team’s best 
chance with a poor finish from 15 yards. 

Moments later, after barely five 
minutes on the pitch, the Russian was 
shown a red card for a late challenge on 
Morrison. 


TALKING POINT 


RARE CLEAN SHEET: 

Based on this evidence, Wolves 
got a little lucky in the Black 
Country derby the previous week 
- they met Albion on just the right 
day. 

The return of three pivotal figures in 
Paul Scharner, Chris Brunt and Steve 
Reid - all missing at Molineux - gave 
Albion the mix of dimensions missing 
in the 3-1 defeat, especially in the 
defending of set-pieces which proved 
so fragile and fallible against their 
neighbours. 

But this was still only their first 
clean sheet for 35 games and that will 
be a focus of Roy Hodgson’s pre-season 
preparations this summer. 

Reputation 

Albion have an enviable reputation 
as one of the Premier League’s more 
stylish outfits but that does not mean 
they couldn’t do with a bit of ‘Stoke’ in 
them at times - and if Hodgson can 
find either the system or the personnel 
to bolt on added steel at the back next 
season then who knows what this team 
might achieve? 

More of the same please Albion when 
you return for 2011-12.
